CHAP. XXXIV. 


Hereas an Aa made in this preſent 

\ Seſſion of Parliament, Entituled, An 

Act for the better ſuppreſſing Tories 

and Rapparees; and for preventing Robberies, Bur- 
glaries, and other hainous Crimes: Dath not had it's 


due Etfed, by Reaſon there is not in the ſaid 
Act, ſufficient P2zoviſion made fo2 prevention of 
Murthers and Maims, that Hall, oz may be 
Committed by ſuch Robber, Tory, oz Rapparee. 
As alſo, by Reaſon of other Defects in the laid 
Act, and ſome Doubts ariſen on the ſame, and 
Difficulties in Pꝛolecution thereof. 

Foz Bemedy therefoze of the ſaid Defeats, Ex⸗ 
plaining the ſaid Doubts, and Rendering the 
Execution of the ſaid Ac moꝛe ealte. 

Be it Enacted by the Kings Moſt Excellent 
Mafeſty; by, anb'with the Advice and Conſent 
of the Toꝛds Spiritual and Tempozal, and 
Commons in this preſent Parliament Aſſembled, 
and by the Authozity of the ſaine; That where 
any perſon oz perſons, ſhall at any time after the 
Dirth of November, One thouſaud Sir hundred 
Ninety ſeaven, be Murthered, a 
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Dilmembzed by any Robber, Tor p, oꝛ Rappare, 
and the Oftender, oz Offenders, oz the Majo: 
part of them [ſhall not be Killed, oz Appꝛehen⸗ 
ded, and brought befo:e ſome Juſtice of the Peace, 
o: other Magiſtrate, within Sir Callendary 
Months, nert after che committal of ſuch Of- 
fence, in Order tohis, oꝛ their being Pꝛolecuted 
foz the ſame, accoꝛding to Law. The reſpective 
G2and Juries of the ſcverai Counties in this 
Kingdom, Where ſuch Fact ſhall be committed 
ſhall, and are hereby Bequired, at any Allizes, 
to be held fo? ſuch County, within One Pear 
after ſuch Fact committed, to p:eſent, andcharge 
upon the Popilh, oꝛ Pzoteſtant Inhabitants of 
ſuch County reſpectively, and pꝛopoꝛtionably, ac- 
c92ditig as the Number of ſuch Robbers, To⸗ 
ries, 02 Napparcks, {hall be Papiſts, oꝛ reputed 
Papiſts, 02 Pzoteſtants, as is herein after men⸗ 
tioned, the Dumms following : (That is to ſay) 
in Cale of Murther, ſuch Summ oz Summs of 
Money, not exccding Twenty pounds; and in 
Caſe of Maim, or Diſmembering any perſon, 
ſuch Summ oz Summs of Monep, not erceed- 
ing Ten pounds, as ſuch Grand Juries on 
conſideration had. of the Quality of the perſon 
Murthered, Maimed, and Dilmembered, and 
circumſtances of his Family (hall think fic; ſuch 
Summ, in Caſe of Murther. to be paid to, and 
fo: the Uſe of the Widow, and Children of the 
party Murthered; oz if he hati not be Marryed 
at the time ok his Death, then to the Uſe ok his 
Children, 92 other next Relation: And in caſe 
of Maim 02 Dilmembering of any perſon, then 
ſuch Summ to be paid to the Uſe of the perſon, 
o perſons, o Matmed, or Diſmembered; oz if he 


ſhall Dye bekoꝛe the Necoverp thereof, then to 
the 
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the Uſe of his Widow, Childzen, 02 other Re- 
lations reſpeſtibely, as is afozeſaid, in Caſe of 
Murther: The ſaid Summ oꝛ Summs, not be 
Allets in the hands of ſnch Widow, Childzen, 
o2 Relations, o: liable to anſwer, oꝛ ſatisfie any 
Debt 02 Debts, of the party Deceaſed ; which 
Summ lo to be Pzeſented, ſhall be paid by ſuch, 
and bon by the perſons in manner, and accoꝛz⸗ 
ding to the pzopo: tions following: That is to 
ſay, where ſuch Robbers, Tozies, oz Rappares 
are, 0! ſhall be Papiſts, oz Reputed of the Po- 
piſh Religion, by the Papiſts Inhabitants of ſuch 
County; and Where ſuch Robbers, Toꝛies, oz 
Rappares are, oz ſhall be Pꝛoteſtants, or Re- 
puted to be of the Pꝛoteſtant Neligion, by the 
Pꝛoteſtant Inhabitants of ſuch County, and 
where the ſaid Fans ſhall be committed by 
Papiſts and P2oteſtants, then by the Popiſh 
and Pꝛoteſtant Jnhabitants of ſuch County, in 
ſuch p2opoztion, and accoꝛding to the number of 
ſuch Papiſts and Proteſtants, as ſhall commit 
the ſame. Foz the Levying of which Summ, 
ſuch P2oceſs in the Nature of an Execution, 
Hall Illue on ſuch P-eſentment againſt any one, 
o2 moꝛe of the perſons chargeable therewith, and 
ſuch Contribution had, Tared, and Levyed fo2 
his Relief, againſt all the other perſons Charge⸗ 
able therewith, as is herein-after Appointed in 
Caſe of Satisfaction, recovered foꝛ Lofles, oꝛ In⸗ 
furies ſufferred by ſuch Robbers, Tozies, and 
Rappares, 

And whereas the Method appointed by the ſaid 
koꝛmer Act, fo2 the perſon oz perſons Robbed, 
or Damnified, by \uch Nobbers, Tories, or Rap- 
pares, to Recover Satisfaction for ſuch Da⸗ 
mage, is Tedious, „ and *

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We it Enacted by the Authozity afoꝛeſaid, That 
in all Taſes where any perſon oꝛ perſons is by the 
fozmer Ack, Entituled to Recover Amends, 02 
Satisfaction fo: any Loſs oz Damage, Incurred, 
o2 Sufferred by any Robber, Toꝛp, 02 Rapparee ; 
ſuch perſon ſhall, o: may purſue his Remedy 
foz Recovery of ſuch Satisfaction, oz Amends, 
at the nert Aſlizes, to be held for the ſaid 
County, Where ſuch Offence was Committed, 
bekoze the Judge oz: Judges of Aſſize, and 
G2and-Jury of the ſaid County, to be Impan⸗ 
nelled, and Swoꝛn at the faid Aſlizes, in the 
Method following: That is to ſay, The per⸗ 
ſon o2 perſons ſo Robbed, ſhall at the ſaid Al⸗ 


(izes, Exhibit and Deliver to the ſaid Judge 


o2 Judges of Aſlizes, his, o2 their Petition, 
therein P2zaying ſuch Satisfaction, and ſhall let 
fozth in ſuch Petition, the time and place, when, 
and where, ſuch Robbery was Committed, 02 
other Injurp done to him oz them, the ſeveral 
particular Gods Loft, o2 other particular Da⸗ 
mages Sufferred by him o2 them, and the par⸗ 
ticular Ualue thereof, and by what Number 
of perſons ſuch Robbery was committed, 02 
Injury done, and of what Religion ſuch Offen- 
der oz Dffenders, oz any of them wert, with 
the Names and Deſcriptions of ſuch of the 
ſaid Offenders as he doth know, and ſuch par⸗ 
ticular Deſcriptions of ſuch. others of them as 
he can give; and the ſaid matter (hall there- 
upon, be Eramined by ſuch Judge or Judges 
of Aſlizes, in open Court, in the pzeſence of ſuch 
G2and-Jury, on the Oath of che party Robbed, 
oꝛ Injured, and ſuch other Evidence as can be pꝛo⸗ 
duced touching the ſaid Facts, accoꝛding to the na⸗ 
ture thereof; and the ſaid Gꝛand Jury ſhall there- 

upon, 
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upon, and are hereby Required. on Conſide- 
ration of the ſaid Matter, amongſt themſelves, 
fo make \nch Pzeſentment touching the ſame, 
and of ſuch Dumm oꝛ Summs of Money, as 
the perſon 02 perſons ſo Robbed oz Injured, 


by ſuch Offenders, ought to have, oz receive ko: 


ſuch Loſs, Injury, oz: Damage, and by what 
perſons, Whether Papilts o2 Pꝛoteſtants, and 
in what P2opoztions foz each of them, the lame 
ought to be paid, fo: which Humm ſo P2eſen- 
ted and Set, P2oceſs ſhall Illue, in the nature 
of an Execution againſt any Inhabitant, oz 
Inhabitants of the ſaid County, chargeable 
therewith, and all, and every the Inhabitants of 
the ſaid County, who ſhall by ſuch Pꝛeſentment be 
made Chargeable with, oz Liable to all, oꝛ any 
part of the fad Damages, ſhall be Rateably, 


- and proportionably Taxed for, and towards an 


equal Contribution for relief of ſuch Inhabi⸗ 
tant or Inhabitants, againſt whom ſuch Pro- 
ceſs, in the nature of an Execution, is had; 
which Tar ſhall be Made, Levied, and Raiſed, by 
ſuch Ways and Means, and in ſuch Manner 
and Form, as is preſcribed and mentioned in a 
former Statute, Intituled, An Act for the fol- 
lowing Hue and Cry, made in the Tenth and 
Eleventh Pear of the Reign of King Charles 
the Firſt, in this Kingdom. 

Provided always, and it is hereby Enacted, 
That if any perſon oz perſons ſhall find him, 
02 themſelves Agrieved, by any Pzeſentment to 
be made in purſuance of this, o2 the fozmer A, 
ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons, in Caſe the Summ Pꝛe⸗ 
ſented to be Raiſed, do erc#d the Humm of Five 
pounds, ſhall, oz may at the ſaid Aſlizes Tra- 
verſe the ſame, which Traverſe, ſhall be Tryed 

af 
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at the ſame, or the nert enſuing Aſlizes, as the 


Judge oꝛ Judges, who ſhall allow the ſame, 
ſhall think fit: And ik on ſuch Traverſe, the 
Flue ſhall be found fo2 the Traverſer, ſuch Pre- 
ſentment ſhall be Diſcharged ; and if the Illuc 
ſhall thereupon be found againſt the Traverſer. 
he, oꝛ they, ſo Traverling, ſhall pay to the per- 
ſon or perſons, on whole behalf the Preſentment 
was made, the Summ of Twenty ſhillings fox 
the Coſts of ſuch Zraverſe. and the ſaid Pre⸗ 
ſentment, ſhall thereupon be final and concluſive 
to all perſons. 

Provided further, and it is hereby Enacted, 
That where the perſon or perſon ſo Robbed, 
o: Jujured, doth intend to procckd to recover 
Datisfaction for the ſame, at any Aſlizes, againſt 
the Popilh or Proteſtant Inhabitants of any Ba - 
rony, ſuch perſon or perſons, ſhall leave notice 
in Writing, with the High-Conftable of ſuch 
Barony, of ſuch his intentions, and againſt what 
Inhabitants, whether Papiſts or Proteſtants, 
by the ſpace of Eight days, at leaſt, before ſuch 
Aſfizes; to the end that ſuch High-Conſtable 
may give publick notice thereof to the Inhabi⸗ 
tants of the ſaid Barony, deſigned to be charged 
therewith, that they may be provided, and have 
an opportunity to bring Evidence for themſelves, 
and oppoſe the making ſuch Preſentment, or o- 
therwiſe may Traverſe ſuch Preſentmetic, after 
the ſame is made, if they (hall think fit. 

And it is hereby further Provided, That no 
ſuch Preſentment to be hereafter made, ſhall at 
any time be removed by Certiorari, or the Pro- 
ſecution thereupon otherWile delay d, then by ſuci} 
Traverſe, as aforeſaid; and that for ſuch tims 
only, as ſhall be neceſſary for the Tryal of ſuch 
Traverſe, 
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Traverſe, as afo:eſaid; noz ſhall any lach Pre⸗ 
ſentment de at any time quaſhed fo: any In⸗ 
— Imperkection, 02 Defect in fozm what⸗ 
OLVer. 

Provided further, and it is hereby Enacted, 
That when, and as often as any of the Gods. 
koz which the party ſo Robbed, hath received 
Satisfaction by ſuch Prelentment, as afozeſaid, 
ſhall be diſcovered, ſo as the ſame, oꝛ Satis⸗ 
faction to2 them may be recovered, the perſon 
or perions upon whom the Dunm fo Preſented, 
as aforeſaid, was Eevyed, ſhall have the ſame, 
and the property thereof, is hereby Declared 
and Exacted to belong unto, and be Ueſted in 
him oꝛ them, and he or they ſhall or may Main⸗ 
tain ſuch Action, and purſue ſuch Remedy for 
the recovery and getting luch Gods, as the per⸗ 
ſon or perſons Robbed might have, had or main⸗ 
tained, bekore ſuch Satisfaction received by ſuch 
Preſentment for the lame, as aforeſaid: Such 
Gods nevertheleſs, after the ſame (hall be fo 
gotten or recovered, to be Sold for the Moſt 
the ſame Will Peild, and the Money made by 
ſuch Sale, after the Charges for the recovery 
thereof are deducted, to be diſtributed, and paid 
equally and proportionably unto, and among the 
ſeveral perſons ſo Tared; towards the payment of 
the Summ contained in the {aid Preſentment, ac⸗ 
cording to each of their {aid ſeveral Tarations, 
towards the relief of the Perſons on whom the 
Summ Preſented was Levyed; ſuch Sale and 
Diſtribution - tolbe Directed, Dettled, and Order⸗ 
ed by the Juſtice, or Juſtices of the Peace, 
Signing ſuch Taration; who are hereby Au⸗ 
thorized and Required, to Direc, Settle, and 
Order the ſame accordingly, 

C And 
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And it is hereby fur ther Enacted by the Au⸗ 
thozity afozeſaid, That the Clerk of the Crown, 
fo: the County, where ſuch Þ:cſentment ſhall 
be made, ſhalt on requeſt to him made, make 
and deliver to any perſon oz perſons, deſiring 
the ſame, true Copies, Signed by him, of all 
ſuch Prelentments hereafter to be made, in pur⸗ 
luance of this, o2 the ſaid koꝛmer Act; and of all 
Warrants o: Oꝛders fo2 the Levying of any 
Money grounded thereupon; fo: each of which, 
there ſhall be paid to the ſa'd Clerk of che 
Crown, the Summ of One lhilling only, and 
no moe, and ſuch Clerk of the Crown, is 
hereby required to make and deliver the ſame 
accoꝛdingly. 

Pꝛoblded always, That this Ac, oꝛ any thing 
herein contained, ſhall not extend, 02 be con⸗ 
ſtrued to extend, to annul, oz make void any 
Uerdict, Judgment. oz other Pzocefdings already 
had oz obtianed in purſuance of the ſaid fo2- 
mer Act, but that the ſame (ail continue, and 
be as god, and effectual, to all intents and pur⸗ 
poſes, as if this Act had never ben made, any 
thing Herein contained to the contrary thereof, 
in any Wiſe not witſtanding. 

Provided always, and it is hereby further 
Enacted, That during the continuance of this 
and the ſaid former Ac, no Action oz Sute 
{hall be brought, oz proſecuted, fo2 recovery of 
any Satisfaction oz Damages fo: any Bobbery 
committed, o2Zoſs, oz Injury ſuſtained foꝛ which 
remedy is given by this, oz the ſaid fo:mer 
— 92 any other Law o: Statute what⸗ 
oever. 


And 
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Aud be it further Enacted by the Authozity 
afozeſaid, That if any perſon oꝛ perſens, who al⸗ 
ready hath, oꝛ Hereafter ſhall commit any Rob- 
bery 02 Burglary, ſhall while he is at large, 
and bekoze he ſhall be Appzchended, oꝛ in Cuſto⸗ 
dy koꝛ ſuch Olfence, make Diſcovery of any 
Two, 02 moz2e, of ſuch Robbers, Toxes, oz Rap- 
parcks, being alſo at large, and net in Cuſtody, 
ſo as ſuch Two, oz moze Robbers, Tories oꝛ 
Rappares, ſhall thereupon be Apprehended, and 
Convicted fo2 ſuch Ottence, o: all Kill any 
Two, oz moze, of ſuch Tories, 2 Vobbers, as 
ſhall be Indicted, and P:octameo, according to 


the ſaid fozmer Ar, and be cut on their keeping, 


at the time of ſuch their being Killed, the perſon 
o2 perſons fo making fuch D fcovrry, 2 Killing 
ſuch Robbers, o2 Toꝛies, as afo:claid, (hall not 
be procckded againſt, fo: an» Robbery, 82 
Burglarp, by him oꝛ them eommitted. vefoze 
the making ſuch Diſcovery, oz fuch Billing. as 
afozceſaid; but ſhall be Intituled unte ans ſhall 
have, and receive Dis Maleſtys Gracious Par⸗ 
don fo2 the lame; which Pardon (Halt in ſuch 
Caſe, alſo be a god Bar to any Appeal, to be 
brought foz ſuch Bovbbery, o: Burgiary ; and 
fo: that it hach, and may be doubted, whether 
on the bringing luch Preclatmed Torp. Nap⸗ 
pare, or Robber to the Bar, before ſuch Judge 
or Judges, as are Impowered to Try. and 
Paſs ſuch a Dentence on him, it be requiſite to 
give in Evidence againſt him, the Original 
Preſentment made by the Grand Jury, of his 
being a Tory,{Rappare, or Robber, out on his 
ke#ping, according tothe intent and meaning ok 
the ſaid former Act,: And alſo it hath, and 
may be doubted, whether the Original Procla- 

mation 
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mation, under the Great Seal, grounded on luch 
Preſentment, muſt be produced in Evidence a⸗ 
gainſt him, or whether the Printed Procla- 
mation Reciting ſuch Preſentment to be made, 
and returned to the Clerk of the Council, of 
his, the ſaid Tories, Bappares, or Vob⸗ 
bers being o Preſented chall be ſufficient 
Evidence af Zawv, wherein to give Judgment 
againſt him. 

For clearing Whereof, and that for the fu- 
ture ſo god and neceflary a Law, for the Quiet 
and Preſervation of His Majeſtys god Sub⸗ 
jects againſt ſuch Proclatmed Tories, Napparcks 
and Robbers, may not by any ſuch Scruples 
and Nicities be eluded, or the Execution thereof 
delay d. | 

We itt Enatfted by the Authozity afozeſaid, 
That at all times heareakter, during the con- 
tinuance in Fozce of this, oz the ſaid koꝛmer 
Act, the Printed P:oclamation, Wherein any per- 
ſon is named, oz mentioned to be Pzxeſented, by 
a Grand-Jury of any County in this King- 
dom, at the General Aſſizes, o: Quarter Sel⸗ 
ſions, held fo2 the ſaid County, to be a Tozy, 
Rappare, 02 Robber, out on his Keeping, ſhall 
be taken, deemed, and adjudged ſufficient Evi⸗ 
dence againſt ſuch ZTo2y, Napparck, oz Robber. 
„ P2ovided, That befo:e ſuch Proclamation fo 
given in Evidence, the Clerk of the Council fo2 
the time being, oz His Deputy, do Certifie under 
his Hand and Seal, on the Back of ſuch Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, That he hath ſuch Pꝛeſentment, as 
by the ſaid Act is required, Returned to him, 
and remaining in his Office, wherein the faid 
Top, Rapppare, oz Robber is by name Pre- 
ſented, to be a Tozy, Bappare, oz Robber, 

| out 
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out on his Keping, by the lame Name thar 
he is Named, o2 Stiled in the ſaid PÞ:oclamation, 
and that the ſaid Pzoclamation Was grounded 
thereon. and that the Original Pꝛoclamation, 
under the Great Deal, agrets Verbatim with 
the Printed P2oclamation, Whsreon he has 
written ſuch his Certificate, which P:oclama- 
tion, with ſuch Certificate endozſed thereon, the 
ſaid Clerk of the Council, foz the time being, 
o his Deputy, ſhall ſend to the ſeveral Clerks 
of the Crown in this Kingdom, Without any 
Fe 02 Beward. 

And be it further Enacted, That this, and 
the fozmer Act, ſhall continue in Fo:ce, foz Sea- 
ven Pears, f:zom the Sixth of November, One 
thouſand Six hundzed Ninety Seaven, and to 
the end of the nert Seſſton of Parliament, 
after the Expiration of the ſaid Seaven Pears, 
and no longer. 
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
